"In  my  opinion,  the  need  for  a 
post-war  depression  will  depend  on 
the  degree  to  which  we  can  limit  In- 
flation of  material  costs,  wages  and 
th  cost  of  living.  If  no  sharp  read- 
justment of  prices  is  necessary,  it 
should  be  possible  to  return  to  a 
peacetime  economy  without  passing 
through  a  business  depression." 

Referring  to  airport  construction 
In  the  gigantic  Commonwealth  air 
training  plan.  Mr.  Howe  said  that 
in  the  past  year  "we  have  built  170 
miles  of  hard  surfaced  runways 
which,  if  converted  "into  a  roadway 
twenty  feet  wide,  would  represent 
860  miles  of  paved  highway,  suffi- 
cient to  reach  from  Moncton  to  To- 
ronto. •' 

Fifty-five  airports,  "with  hard 
surfaced  runways,  airport  lighting 
and  all  the  trimmings,"  had  been 
constructed  to  date  this  year,  In  ad- 
dition to  twenty-six  secondary  air- 
ports, at  a  cost  of  about  $18,000,000. 
An  even  larger  amount  had  been  ex- 
pended on  hangars,  housing  and 
buildings  required  for  the  scheme. 
ROAD -MAKERS'  HELP 
Mr.  Howe  told  the  road -makers 
the  air-training  construction  pro- 
gramme had  been  made  possible 
first,  by  the  help  of  your  engineer- 
ing staffs  in  choosing  and  surveying 
sites  for  airdromes,  and  second,  by 
the  road-building  organizations  you 
have  developed." 

Referring  to  civil  aviation  in  Can- 
ada. Mr.  Howe  said  that.  In  view  of 
the  war.  "the  increase  in  air  travel 
and  use  of  air  mall  is  astonishing  " 
Trans-Canada  Air  Lines,  he  said,  is 
planning  to  add  six  new  fourteen- 
passenger  aircraft  to  its  present 
equipment  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

In  addition  to  services  already  op- 
erated by  T.C.A.,  Mr.  Howe  said,  "it 
la  expected  that  a  direct  nonstop 
service  will  shortly  connect  Toronto 
with  New  York." 

DOUBLE  ESTIMATE 

Although  T.C.A.  directors  had 
budgetted  for  a  net  profit  of  $300,000 
for  1940.  the  actual  profits  for  the 
first  eight  months  were  in  excess  of 
$322,000.  "indicating  that  the  profit 
for  the  full  year  will  be  about  twice 
the  estimate  " 

At  the  end  of  August,  32,000  pas- 
sengers had  been  carried,  compared 
with  11.000  for  a  similar  period  in 
1939,  and  421,000  pounds  of  mail  had 
been  handled,  compared  with  277.000. 

"I  feel  that  transport  by  air  will 
continue  to  grow  in  importance."  he 
said,  "and  that  the  war  will  prove 
a  great  stimulus  When  we  con- 
sider the  many  thousands  of  young 
men  that  are  being,  and  will  be, 
training  as  aviators  and  air  me- 
chanlcs,  it  must  be  apparent  that 
we  will  continue  to  be  an  air-minded 
country."

"A  Pan-American 
ardently  desired  by  all  American 
democracies— would  not  be  used  as  a 
means  of  aggression  against  others, 
but  would  be  an  effective  measure 
In  the  preservation  of  the  highly- 
prized  democratic  principles  now  In 
force  in  all  the  Americas,"  said  Ar- 
mando de  Arruda  Pereira,  president 
of  Rotary  International,  at  the 
weekly  Rotary  luncheon  meeting  at 
the  Empress  Hotel  yesterday. 

Over  one  hundred  and  fifty  Ro- 
taiians  and  their  ladies  attended 
the  luncheon  meeting,  the  only  oc- 
casion on  which  Mr.  Pereira  will 
speak  on  Vancouver  Island.  Intro- 
duced to  the  gathering  by  Percy 
B.  Scurrah,  former  director  of  Ro- 
tary International,  the  speaker  is 
on  a  tour  of  Pacific  Coast  Rotary 
Clubs. 

From  Sao  Paulo,  Braill.  third 
largest  ctiy  in  South  America,  Mr. 
Pereira  told  the  Rotarlans  that  the 
people  from  his  country  preferred 
to  be  called  Ibero- Americans,  rather 
than  Latin-Americans,  explaining 
the  distinction  defined  the  racial 
descent  of  Brazilians  In  a  better 
manner. 

PAN-AMERICAN  CLUBS 
In  stressing  the  need  for  greater 
international  understanding,  which 
would  do  a  great  deal  toward  the 
abolition  of  war,  the  Rotary  pres- 
ident told  of  the  forming  of  Pan- 
American  Clubs  in  the  schools  hi 
South  America. 

"Each  year  the  pupils  of  each 
school  elect  twenty-two  represent- 
atives, one  for  each  country  In  the 
Americas,  who  correspond  with 
youngsters  in  these  other  countries. 
Studying  the  people  and  resources 
of  these  other  democracies  leads  to 
a  broader  understanding  of  each 
others'  points  of  view.  In  this  man- 
ner, we  teach  the  youth  the  main 
principles  of  true  democracy  and 
international  understanding, "  Mr. 
Pereira  declared. 

Further  mentioning  the  need  for 
peaceable  solutions  of  problems  be- 
tween nations,  the  speaker  addressed 
the  ladles  particularly,  stating  thai 
they  play  a  most  Important  part  in 
the  instruction  of  the.  younger  gen- 
eration. 

START  CLUBS  HERE 

Thanked  for  his  talk  by  Hon.  Dr. 
O.  M  Weir.  Provincial  Secretary 
and  Minister  of  Education  for  the 
Province,  on  behalf  of  Premier  Pat- 
tullo.  who  was  unable  to  attend, 
Dr.  Wen-  told  the  speaker  that  he 
was  fully  in  accord  with  his  Pan- 
American,  Club  idea.  In  addition,  as 
Minister  of  Education,  he  said  that 
the  pupils  in  the  schools  of  British 
Columbia  could  be  counted  on  to 
heartily  support  any  effort  on  the 
part  of  students  in  South  America 
in  forming  such  clubs  here.

Capt.  Elmore  Philpott  Pre- 
dicts Fusion  of  English- 
Speaking  World 

"Before  1944.  the  whole  English- 
speaking  world  will  have  become  one 
people — the  British  Commonwealth 
and  the  United  States  will  be  one 
union  " 

This  was  the  prophecy  made  by 
Captain  Elmore  Philpott.  noted 
lecturer,  before  an  audience  in  the 
Salvation  Army  Three  Services  Can- 
teen last  night. 

It  was  not  necessary  that  the 
respective  peoples  had  to  like  each 
other  particularly,  the  speaker  con- 
tinued, pointing  out  that  the  English 
and  Scotch  did  not  always  harbor  a 
love  for  each  other,  but  still  pro- 
gressed In  their  political  union. 

"That  Is  the  only  way  we  can  sur- 
vive; we  have  to  get  together  or  we 
are  going  down."  Captain  Philpott 
warned.  He  thought  that  the  Jap- 
anese would  do  some  educating 
within  the  next  six  months,  which 
would  further  cement  Anglo-Ameri- 
can relations. 

The  speaker  compared  the  British 
tradition  of  freedom  and  Mother- 
hood and  the  Nazi  desire  for  hate 
and  war.  The  latter  preached  that 
everlasting  war  was  the  highest 
destiny  of  mankind,  while  woman's 
destiny  was  to  breed  litters  of  chil- 
dren to  be  used  as  future  fuehrers- 
cannon  fodder. 

Hitler's  theory  was  that  the  people 
were  nothing  and  the  state  was 
everything  as  compared  with  the 
democratic  ideal  that  the  state  was 
made  for  man  and  not  man  for  the 
state.  Preservation  of  these  ideals 
was  the  sum  and  substance  of  the 
British  peoples'  fight,  Captain  Phil- 
pott continued. 

He  said  that  the  Nazis  were  the 
only  people  he  knew  in  the  history 
of  the  world  who  called  themselves 
civilized,  yet  stood  directly  opposed 
to  everything  that  civilization  actu- 
ally stood  for. 

Captain  Philpott,  who  was  Intro- 
duced by  Duncan  MacBrlde,  was 
thanked  for  his  address  by  Ad- 
jutant C.  J.  Mlllev.

TAKE  OVER  AREAS

when  any  of  these  areas  "are  in 
danger  of  becoming  the  subject  of 
barter  of  territory  or  change  of 
sovereignty." 

The  act,  adopted  by  the  twenty- 
one  republics  at  Havana  last  July, 
called  for  creation  of  a  committee 
with  a  representative  from  each 
country  to  assume  the  administra- 
tion of  "the  region  attacked  or 
threatened."  It  was  to  be  con- 
stituted when  two-thirds,  or  four- 
teen of  the  nations  had  designated 
representatives. 

THE  COMMITTEE 

The  cemmittee  came  Into  being 
today  with  the  appointment  of  the 
fourteenth  member  by  Ecuador 
Others  now  represented  on  the  com- 
mittee are  Bolivia,  Brazil,  Costa 
Rica,  Cuba,  El  Salvador,  Guatemala., 
Haiti,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  Pan- 
ama, Dominican  Republic,  Vene- 
zuela and  the  United  States.  Sum- 
ner Welles,  Under  Secretary  of 
State,  is  the  United  States  member 

Any  of  the  American  republics 
could  have  acted  singly  or  Jointly  In 
assuming  control  before  the  com- 
mittee was  established. 

The  French  Colonies,  which  might

ANXIETIES  ARE 
QUICKLY  EASED 

Travelers'  Aid  of  Y.W.C. A. 
Solves  Many  Problems 
For  Newcomers 


She  stood  at  the  end  of  the  ferry 
gangway,  looking  worried  and  con- 
fused among  the  crowd  of  peopie 
disembarking  from  the  Vancouver 
steamer.  A  small  child,  over-tired 
after  many  hours  of  traveling,  cried 
fretfully.  The  young  mother  wai 
from  the  Prairies,  and  It  was  her 
first  glimpse  of  Victoria. 

A  smile  of  relief  broke  over  her 
face  as  a  capable-looking  young 
woman  approached  and  asked  if  she 
could  be  of  assistance. 

"My  husband  Is  In  the  navy  and 
baby  and  I  came  over  here  to  be 
near  him  as  long  as  we  can.  But 
I've  never  been  In  Victoria  before, 
and  I  don't  know  where  to  find  a 
room,"  the  newcomer  replied. 

Her  problem  was  a  'familiar  one 
to  the  young  woman  of  the  Y.W.C.A. 
traveler's  aid  department  and  be- 
fore very  long  mother  and  child 
were  comfortably  established  in  a 
room  where  "daddy"  could  be  re- 
united with  them  during  shore- 
leave. 

It  was  but  one  of  hundreds  of 
cases  handled  by  the  travelers'  aid 
department,  whose  volunteer  work- 
ers meet  all  incoming  steamers  to 
assist  women  and  families  In  need 
of  such  help. 

MANY  PROBLEMS 

The  department  is  performing  a 
service  that  receives  small  public 
recognition,  yet  has  won  the  heart- 
felt gratitude  of  hundred*  of  wives 
of  men  in  the  active  service  fotces 
who  have  found  themselves  alone 
in  a  strange  city.  In  these  days  of 
frequent  transfers  of  sailors,  soldiers 
and  air  force  men.  almost  every 
steamer  brings  wives  and  families 
who,  on  arrival,  are  faced  with  the 
problem  of  finding  lodgings. 

The  Y.W.C.A.  Is  one  of  the  several 
welfare  agencies  supported  by  the 
Community  Chest  that  richly  de- 
serves the  support  of  the  people  of 
Victoria,  and  an  opportunity  to  as- 
sist Its  humane  work  will  be  af- 
forded when  the  annual  drive  for 
funds  for  the  Community  Chest  is 
launched  on  November  4.  officials 
of  the  organization  emphasized  yes- 
terday. 
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"There  is  small  ground  for  the 
popular  belief  In  the  North  Americas 
that  our  South  American  continent 
ts  overrun  with  Nazis,"  said  Ar- 
mando de  Arruda  Pereira.

Speaking  rather  as  an  individual 
and  not  as  a  Rotarian,  whose  In- 
terests are  International  and  non- 
polltlcal.  Mr  Pereira.  when  asked 
about  the  popular  North  American 
conception  of  a  Nazi-run  South 
America,  said:  "It  seems  hardly 
probable,  does  it.  that  such  is  the 
case  when  out  of  over  47.000  000 
people,  only  less  than  600,000  are 
German  or  of  German  descent? 

"In  fact."  he  added,  "over  75  per 
cent  of  the  population  of  South 
American  countries  are  pro- British 

in  sympathy." 

Mentioning  the  insistent  inquiries 
encountered  on  his  way  here  with 
regard  to  the  "Fifth  Column "  In  his  i 
hemisphere,  he  stated  f  "If  there  Is 
any  such  a  thing,  we  are  no  more 
aware  of  It  than  you  are  of  one  here 
In  this  country  ", 

TRADE  AFFECTED 

"The  war  has  affected  the  trade 
of  my  country  certainly,  and  It  has 
equally  affected  that  of  the  other 
countries  on  our  continent  Previous 
to  the  war.  we  sold  considerable 
quantities  of  cotton  and  other  goods 
to  Germany.  Italy  and  Japan.  Now, 
of   course,   all   shipping   to  those 

Pereira  said. 

When  asked  whether  there  was  a 
comparable  market  In  Canada  and 

the  United  States,  the  visitor  indi- 
cated that  trade  between  the  conti- 
nents was  rapidly  Increasing,  and  in 
a  favorable  manner.  "However,"  he 
said,  "a  balance  has  not  yet  been 
struck,  for  last  year  we  Imported  1 
more  than  we  exported.  Of  course, 
Brazil  Is  yet  a  young  country  and 
needs  much." 

HAS  DICTATOR 

A  little-known  fact  of  Brazil  was 
that  it  Is  run  by  a  dictator.  Oetulio 
Vargas.  Mr  Pereira  pointed  out 
that  it  was  not  a  totalitarian  coun- 
try by  any  means,  but  that  liberty 
there  was  prized  as  highly  as  it  is 
In  this  country. 

Following  his  visit  here.  Mr 
Pereira  will  leave  Victoria  for  Van- 
couver on  the  midnight  boat  today. 
He  will  travel  across  Canada,  visiting 
Banff.  Calgary,  Edmonton.  Reglna. 
Winnipeg,  and  Fort  William  and 
Port  Arthur.  From  there  he  will 
travel  through  the  United  States 
down  into  Mexico.  He  expects  to 
reach  home  in  Sao  Paulo  for  Christ- 
mas. 

This  Is  his  first  visit  to  this  coan 
and  to  Victoria.  While  here  he  is 
renewing  acquaintances  and  visiting 
old  friends.

Mr.  Hanson, 
of  The  Times,  New  York,  points  out  that  there 
Is  only  one  25-pounder  gun -howitzer  in  this 
country,  but  that  the  output  of  these  will  be 
"quite  considerable"— by  the  end  of  1941.  Canada 
has  only  twenty  four-ton  tanks.  Mr.  Hanson 
says,  three  or  four  eighteen-ton  tanks  may  be 
turned  out  daily  "eventually"— he  gives  no  date 
for  this  productive  effort.  The  same  correspond- 
ent points  out  that  Canada  "Is  Just  beginning" 
to  build  up  an  aircraft  Industry,  and  that,  a*  yet, 
no  airplane  engines  are  being  built  in  the  Do- 
minion. It  will  not  be  until  March  next  that  this 
country  will  be  producing  360  airplane  frames 
monthly.  This  1*  an  estimate  which,  however, 
Mr.  Baldwin  says  "I*  not  likely  to  be  realized."

LONDON.  Oct  24  (CP).-A  Swedish 
seaman  who  returned  to  his  coun- 
try from  Oermany  told  of  the  suc-

He  said  that  Bremerhaven  at  the 
time  of  his  visit  wa«  an  "inferno 
and  enough  to  upset  anyone's 
nerves." 

"All  was  more  or  less  normal  until 
we  reached  the  entrance  of  the  Kiel 
Canal."  he  said.  "It  was  there  that 
we  saw  the  first  signs  of  war  in  the 
shape  of  two  fair-sized  ships  stick- 
ing out  of  the  water. 

"We  carried  on  to  Bremen  and 
for  seven  days  and  nights  we  were 
unable  to  get  even  a  wink  of  sleep 
because  of  the  air  raid  alarms,  fol- 
lowed by  raids  which  seemed  to  go 
on  for  hours.  My  impression  of 
Bremen  today  Is  one  of  continual 
bombardment."

The 
voyage  took  ten  uneventful  days 
They  don't  know  when  they  will 
leave.  "We're  waiting  sailing  or- 
ders," one  veteran  with  thirty-one 
years'  service  said. 

At  the  Bundles  for  Britain  Shop 
each  was  given  tobacco,  cigarettes 
and  knitted  woolen  garments.

A  BETTER  TOWN

SPAIN  NOT  WARRING 

BERLIN,  Oct  24  (CP). -A  hint  that 
Hitler  i  attempt  to  drag  Spain  into 
the  war  has  failed  was  dropped  to- 
night by  Informed  circles  in  Berlin 
when  they  said  Germany  has  a 
"complete  understanding "  of  the  ec- 
onomic position  of  Spain  as  the  re- 
sult of  her  civil  war.

ASKS  MORE 

Mainland  City  Urges  Greater 
Assistance  From  Provin- 
cial Government 


Claiming  Vancouver  City  was  in 
receipt  of  $750,000  less  assistance 
annually  than  in  the  year  1929.  a 
Mainland  delegation  headed  by 
Mayor  Lyle  Telford.  MP.P.,  asked 
the  Provincial   Executive  at  10:30 

a.m.  yesterday  to  restore  the  parl- 
mutuel  and  liquor  revenue  distribu- 
tions to  the  municipalities,  or  con- 
versely to  take  over  further  shares 
of  both  educational  and  hospitaliza- 
tion costs.  Consideration  was  prom- 
ised by  the  Cabinet,  after  a  two- 
hour  meeting. 

The  delegation  was  composed  of 
Mayor  Telford.  Aldermen  John  Ben- 
nett, J.  W.  Cornett,  and  George 
Buacombe,  City  Comptroller  Fred- 
erick Jones,  and  E.  A.  Craddock  and 
J.  W.  Lalng,  representing  ratepayer 
groups  Mayor  Telford  later  flew 
back  to  Vancouver  by  the  1:30 
plane,  the  balanoe  of  the  delegation 
returning  on  the  afternoon  boat. 

REVENUE  POSITION 

Making  out  its  case  for  special 
financial  assistance,  over  and  above 
the  general  condition  of  all  munici- 
palities, the  delegation  argued  that 
total  taxable  land  and  improvement 
assessments  in  Vancouver  had  de- 
clined $39,000,000  since  1929.  while 
the  mill  rate  had  been  increased 
from  41.8  mills,  to  49.3  mills  with 
a  smaller  rebate  for  prompt  pay- 
ment. The  gross  tax  levied  this 
year  was  $10,327,000,  or  $80,000  more 
than  In  the  year  1929,  when  a  much 
higher  assessment  applied. 

Vancouver's  sinking  funds  were 
$14,400,000  in  arrears,  of  which 
amount  $7,750,000  had  been  deferred 
and  was  not  being  levied  for,  the 
delegation  asserted.  Interest  charges 
on  the  city's  debt  were  now  $4,680,- 
000  per  annum,  with  tax  arrears  of 
$3,290,000  In  the  last  year  of  record, 
1939.  Real  estate  was  bearing  84  per 
cent  of  the  tax  load.  Meanwhile, 
It  was  argued.  Provincial  costs 
placed  on  municipalities  had  gone 
up,  and  applicable  assistance  dovn. 

PROVINCE  HAS  BURDENS 
Responding  for  the  Province. 
Premier  Pattullo  pointed  out  that 
Provincial  burdens  had  gone  up, 
without  any  relative  increase  in 
revenues.  Other  municipalities  were 
pressing  the  Province  for  additional 
assistance,  and  war  obligations  had 
imposed  fresh  obligations  all  around. 
Consideration  would  be  given  to  the 
representations,  the  Premier  stated, 
and  Vancouver's  position  was  under- 
stood by  the  Province. 

Leaving  the  meeting,  which  was 
held  in  the  executive  council  cham- 
ber, Mayor  Telford  said  cmsldera- 
tlon  had  been  promised,  but  without 
any  pledge  or  commitment.  . 

VANCOUVER.  Oct.  24  (CP).  —

The  operations  Included  removal 
of  gall  bladder,  uterus  and  prostate 
gland,  and  other  surgical  condi- 
tions. The  results  were  compared 
with  the  results  of  operations  per- 
formed directly  on  nerve  roots  to 
lower  the  blood  pressure. 

All  the  patients  were  relieved  of 
their  high  blood  pressure  symptoms 
—headache,  pain  in  chest,  nervous- 
ness, dizziness,  tiredness,  sleepless- 
ness—whether the  operation  was 
performed  for  gall  bladder,  uterus, 
prostate  or  other  conditions.  Some 
of  the  patients  remained  free  of 
their  symptoms  for  about  four 
months  and  others  for  as  long  as 
nine  years,  averaging  three  and  a 
half  years.

IiONDON.  Oct.  24  (CP»  — On  one 
side  of  London's  Leandenhall  Street.

Haw"  claims  is  razed  to  the  ground. 
Is  the  great  Lloyd's  headquarters, 
where  1.200  men  and  women  have 
their  own  oUice*.  shops  and  even 
their  own  newspaper  Their  busi- 
MM  Is  largely  the  Insurance  of  ships 
all  over  the  world,  a  business  that 
be^an  200  years  ago. 

On  the  other  aide  of  Leandenhall 
Btreet  Is  the  Government  War  Risks 
Office,  which  opened  Its  doors  Sep- 
tember 4,  1939,  the  day  after  war 
was  declared 

Between  them,  by  taking  no  fool- 
ish "war  risks"  themselves,  these 
two  great  Insurance  departments 
have  helped  bring  food,  munitions 
and  all  sort.s  of  war  supplies  safely 
to  these  shores,  and  to  keep  up 
Britain's  export  trade  to  pre-war 
levels. 

BACK  TO  OLD  DA.  S 
Hitler  has  not  disturbed  moat  of 
the  two-centuries-old  castoms  of 
Lloyds,  where  In  the  "room,"  a 
great  hall  160  feet  long,  the  brokers 
representing  2.000  firms  sit  back  to 
back  in  "boxes'"  that  recall  the 
coffee-house  origin  of  Lloyds,  and 
where  the  porters  and  attendants 
are  still  called  "waiters"

Lloyd's  still  print  their  own  news- 
paper—another relic  of  the  coffee- 
house days,  when  the  proprietor 
printed  a  single-page  sheet  of  ship- 
ping news  for  his  customers — but 
the  great  presses  in  the  basement 
are  also  taken  up  with  printing 
various  news  publications,  such  as 
Lloyd's  List  and  Shipping  Oazette.

At  the  Government  War  Risks 
Office  they  underwrite  Insurance  for 
cargoes  In  British  and  certain  neu- 
tral vessels. 

There  are  no  policies,  but  special 
"certificates  of  Insurance,"  which 
every  few  weeks  are  grouped  In  a 
collective  policy.  These  master  poli- 
cies Involve  millions  of  pounds  a 
month,  and  underwriters  at  Lloyd's 
have  an  agreement  with  the  Gov- 


ernment not  to  compete  In  this  sort 
of  Insurance.  But  when  the  Gov- 
ernment War  Risks  Office  turns 
down  a  "risk,"  then  Lloyd's  are  free 
to  take  lt  on. 

With  the  convoy  system  working 
well,  marine  insurance  Is  slightly 
more  profitable  now  than  in  peace- 
time. And  lt  Is  not  always  Lloyds 
that  has  the  biggest  losses.

Oct  24  (CP>  -Brit- 
ish Columbia's  total  salmon  pack  of 
all  species  up  to  October  19,  this 
year  was  1.316.278  cases,  a  decrease 
of  104.237  cases  from  the  total  for 
the  same  period  In  1939,  according 
to  figures  issued  today  by  J.  A 
Motherwell.  Chief  Supervisor  of 
Fisheries. 

Slight  Increases  were  recorded  In 
the  pack  of  chums,  steelheads, 
springs  and  sockeye,  but  the  packs 
of  bluebacks.  cohos  and  pinks  all 
showed  substantial  decreases 

Largest  increase  was  In  the  chum 
pack,  which  totalled  507,840  cases, 
as  compared  with  284.566  cases  for 
the  same  period  a  year  ago.  The 
pack  of  pinks  showed  the  chief  de- 
cline, dropping:  from  618  276  cases 
last  year  to  222  299  cases  to  October 
19  this  year. 


Torpedoed  Norwegian  Ship 
Went  Down  Before  Boats 
Could  Be  Lowered 

AN  EAST  COAST  CANALTTAN 
PORT,  Oct  24  (CP).— Seven  survivors 
from  the  seventeen-man  crew  of  a 
Norwegian  steamship  torpedoed  in 
mld-Atlantir  were  brought  here  yes- 
terday by  a  British  naval  vessel. 

They  said  their  ship  was  struck 
|  early  in  the  morning  of  October  17, 
four  days  after  they  sailed  from  a 
British  port  for  Canada.  The  tor- 
pedo's explasiun  caught  most  of  the 
crew  below  decks,  and  the  ship  went 
down  so  fart  there  was  no  chance  to 
lower  the  boats. 

Trie  seven  survivors  threw  over 
lifebelts  and  rafts,  and  managed  to 
climb  aboard  one  of  the  rafts  later. 
Tile  British  naval  vessel  picked 
them  up  after  they  had  been  in  the 
water  about  seven  hours. 

Six  of  the  survivors  are  Nor- 
wegians, the  seventh  is  a  Canadian, 
Frederick  Peddle.  Sydney  Mines. 
N.S.,  who  was  making  his  second 
voyage.  He  signed  on  the  ship  when 
she  called  at  a  Canadian  port  a 
month  earlier. 

They  said  they  believed  the  other 
ten  were  lost. 

NEW  lEEZINO 
AGENT  TESTED 

Antiseptic  Ice  May  Save 
Fishing  Industry  Large 
Amounts  Annually 

SEATTLE,  Oct.  24  </P).— Antiseptic 
ice  was  reported  today  as  a  freezing 
agent  which  might  save  the  Pacific 
Northwest's  fishing  industry  thou- 
sands of  dollars'  worth  of  catch  an- 
nually, while  minimizing  that  fish- 
ing boat  odor. 

After  the  first  cargo  of  salmon 
was  brought  in  from  sea  with  the 
new  germicidal  refrigerant,  Charles 
F.  Shockey,  bacteriologist  for  the 
manufacturing  firm,  said  the  eleven- 
day-old  catch  had  only  slightly  over 
1  per  cent  of  the  bacteria  count 
found  normally  in  catches  kept  with 
ice.  Dr.  Harvey  C.  McMillln,  pro- 
fessor of  zoology  at  Seattle  Pacific 
College,  verified  the  finding. 

The  Ice  is  given  bacteria-killing 
power  by  a  powdered  chlorine  com- 
pound, which  was  perfected  by 
Lawrence  Frandsen,  Seattle  chemist, 
who  has  worked  several  years  on  an 
antiseptic  that  would  retain  Its 
potency  after  freezing. 

The  powder  is  mixed  into  the 
mater  before  freezing.  Shockey  said 
it  killed  the  bacteria  in  the  water 
along  with  most  of  those  on  the  fish.

In  First  Year  of  War- 
Output  Increasing 

WA8HINOTON,  Oct.  23  (^.-Sec- 
retary of  Commerce  Jesse  Jones  re- 
ported  yesterday  the  United  States 
chipped  S780.OO0.0O0  worth  of  goods 
to  Great  Britain  during  the  first 
year  of  the  war,  Including  743  air- 
planes, valued  at  $72,183,000. 

The  total  was  57  per  cent  more 
than  In  the  twelve  moftthA  preceding 
the  outbreak  of  the  conflict  Ship- 
ments to  the  United  Kingdom  last 
November  were  only  10.8  per  cent  of 
total  shipments  from  the  United 
States,  but  by  August  they  amounted 
to  38  per  cent. 

Jones  said  British  purchases  "have 
shifted  sharply  toward  products  vital 
to  the  conduct  of  war.  Thcluding  par- 
ticularly aircraft  and  part*,  ex- 
plosives, firearms,  metal*  and  metal 
working  machinery.  Industrial 
chemicals  and  petroleum  products."

A  breakdown  .showed  Britain  had 
received  278  planes  during  August. 
The  August  peak  was  an  Increase 
of  105  over  the  July  total  and  181 
more  than  were  sent  In  June  Only 
two  planes  were  shipped  to  Britain 
In  March,  while  a  year  ago  this 
month  none  was  shipped 

As  recently  as  May,  Britain  re- 
ceived only  nineteen  planes. 

British  purchases  of  all  kinds  of 
Koods.  Jones  said,  had  risen  from 
M9.415.0O0  In  May  to  $123,090,000  In 
August.
